He 
was handicapped from the start by 
the late spring which delayed farm¬ 
ing operations so much that some 
thought that there was not enough 
time left to grow a crop. However, 
they kept up their courage and once 
they got on the land’, seeding opera¬ 
tions were rushed to completion and 
the rest left to Providence. The 
abundance of moisture received in the 
early part of the year brought the 
growing crops along rapidly, but the

beginning to be needed. The cutworm 
also begun its work of devastation in 
some areas and things were begin¬ 
ning to look blue when the situation 
w'<> saved by an abundant supply of 
moisture, and since then the crops 
have come along by leaps and bounds 
until today, with excellent growing 
prevailing and an abundant supply of 
moisture, the possibility of a bumper 
crop in this district is practically as¬ 
sured. 

The growth during the past four 
weeks has been phenomenal. Grain 
that was barely 12 inches high is now 
headed out and standing in most ccs n s 
nearly waist high. In fact, the wheat 
is nearly all headed out, some of the 
oats are in head and the flax is in, 
bloom. Barley and rye are coming 
along in great shape and a heavy 
crop is expected. Prospects for an 
abundant supply of feed are also of 
the best and the hay crop will be a 
heavy one. Thus, in the short space 
of five weeks the whole country has 
been transformed, and instead of poor 
crops that were.expected at one time, 
the land is covered with one of the 
finest crops that has ever been seen 
in these parts, the yield of which is 
expected to average from 20 to' 45 
bushels to the acre. 

'Hie gardens -in the disti ict also are. 
looking fine and are yielding a good 
supply of vegetebles. Potatoes will be 
an exceptionally heavy ci op this year 
and at present prices should prove a 
very profitable crop. 

There has been no damage in this 
district by grasshoppers anil the scare 
of these pests has practically died 
out. The beet webworm, however, has 
put in an appearance in large num¬ 
bers, but as they subsist mostly on 
weeds they will prove more of a bene¬ 
fit than a nuisance to the farmer. 
There has been a few gardens de¬ 
stroyed by them, however, but this 
has happened ^here the weeds have 
been sfarea-and they therefore of ne- 
ceJsity turned their attention to more 
tasty morsels. This worm is very 
short'lived and will net be in evidence 
more than a few days longer. 

The prospect for a big crop is hav¬ 
ing a decided effect on business and 
the business men as well as the farm¬ 
er arc very optimistic and the out¬ 
look is very encouraging. 

A tremendous amount of summer 
fallowing is also being done this year 
which will put a large acreage in good 
shape for next year’s crop. The land 
is in fine shape for working, and 
tractor and team outfit' are in evid¬ 
ence in every direction. It is expect¬ 
ed that cutting will be general about 
the 15th or 20th of August. Many 
harvest hands will be needed, but on 
account of the crop in this district be¬ 
ing a little in advance of others, no 
great labor shortage is expected.

ONE THING AFTER ANOTHER 

Locusts are now on the job in 
Southern Alberta. E. H. Strickland, 
Dominion entomologist, has received 
reports of them in Magrath and Ral¬ 
ey country. They are big brutes and 
there is no doubt about there identity 
They will do far more damage than 
the hoppers when they get started. 

I he farmers can use the same poison 
as used for the hoppers-and should 
get right busy at it. 

Reports from many sections of 
Southern Alberta show that farmers | 
are getting lukewarm in their fight! 
against the hoppers and this fact is j 
deplorable. Some farmers have_Jk€j 
hoppers in their fields now and are j 
ready to throw up their hands and let; 
the hoppers get fat and the banks do 
the worij ,ng. 

Jn such places it is necessary to 
put poison in the fields, either in 
strips or the entire fields. Some 
fields • examined by the government 
agents had small piles of poison scat¬ 
tered through. This is not the right 
way to get the hoppers, they point 
out. The poison must be spread ev¬ 
enly if the farmers expect to get good 
results. 

Tom Hocking, of Magrath, and 
George Culp, of Spring Coulee, are 
two farmers who have been converted 
to the use of poison. Mr. Hocking 
was a doubting Thomas at first but 
now he is an enthusiastic booster. He 
has received splendid results and is 
using the poison continuously. Mr. 
Culp first started using the net to 
catch the hoppers and on one occa¬ 
sion he got three bushels of them on 
one round of his field. He has dis¬ 
carded this and is, making good use 
of the poison supplied by the govern¬ 
ment ami is well satisfied.—Leth¬ 
bridge Herald. 

Three hundred million bushels is 
the estimate at present placed upon 
the wheat crop of the three western- 
provinces by J. M. Cameron, general 
superintendent of the Alberta division 
of the C. P. R., who returned to Cal¬ 
gary Monday morning after a close 
inspection of some portions of’the pro¬ 
vinces. Alberta’s quota, he said, 
would be somewhere about seventy 
million bushels.

THE BEET WEBWORMS 

Last week we published an article | 
pointing out that the small moths 
which had been so abundant this sum¬ 
mer were not cutworm moths, but 
were the flying stage of the beet web- 
worm. 

The first generation of worms has 
| now appeared, and are immeasureably 
| more abundant than this generation 
j has ever before been in this province, i 
Trains are being held up by armies of 
them crossing the tracks, and much i 
damage is reported t^ garden crops. 

We have never known this worm to 
do any damage to grain crops, and are 
reasonably confident that none will be i 
done this year, though theie is the 
possibility that they may feed to a 
small extent on them while thdy are 
searching for their more favored food 
plants. ,, 

The natural food of the beet web- 
worm in Alberta is Lamb’s Quarters, 
(Pigweed), True Pigweed, Russian I 
Thistle, and Spear Leaved Goosefoot, 
(Smotherwecd), and they will take all 
of these weeds out of the grain field 
in which they are found in large num¬ 
bers. In this particular respect they 
will do far more good than harm. 

They will, however, eat alfalfa and 
flax readily when the weeds are ex¬ 
hausted, and in gardens there is prac¬ 
tically nothing that they will not de¬ 
stroy. These crops must, therefore, 
be protected when webworms make 
their appearance in the vicinity, for

M ILL SET MOTH TRAPS DUR¬ 
ING AUGUST TO ERADICATE 
CUTWORM PEST HERE 


The farm bureau .is going to place 
moth traps in some of the Infected 
cutworm fields of the country, the lat¬ 
ter part of August, in an effort to 
eradicate the pest 

“These traps will consist oj: a large 
shallow pan of water, covered by a 
light film pf oil.” A lantern will be* 
placed in the centre of the pan. This 
method has been tried with good suc¬ 
cess in previous years in a limited 
way. The moths fly to within 20 feet 
of the trap. Then they crawl up to 
within a couple of feet and begin to 
fly around the light. Shields of tin 
are placed so the moths hit them and 
fall into the water. The only objec¬ 
tion as found was that the pans were 
not large enough ta hold all the 
moths. 

“Observations also have shown that 
the majority of the catch before mid¬ 
night were females and that after 2 
a.tn. practically all were males. This 
should indicate/that probably egg lay¬ 
ing' was in progress during the early 
iroining hours ami that the traps will 
not hate to run all night. One trap 
is sufficient for eight or.ten acres and 
the moths fly for about three week.-. 
The worms are increasing in numbers 
each year and the parasites that usu¬ 
ally \^ork op the ordinary cutworm do 
not seem to be able to get at the pale 
western cutworm, the one which did 
the damage in the county this year."’

WORLD WAR IMMINENT

A special cable to the Mail and Em¬ 
pire from Paris recently, says: “As 
the danger; of a now'European win 
becomes mote imminent^Tffffriy, it is 
interesting To note that in this, the 
second year of the Versailles’ peace, 
not less than ten wars are raging in 
various parts of Europe and the Nga 1 
and Far East. 

“Altogether 4,000,000 soldiers are 
engeged in the e wars. This is a 
many as weie at one time engaged in 
the great European conflict. 

“Here is asummaiy of the situation 
as it stands nearly two years after 
tlie signing of the armistice. 

“Jugo - Slavia-Italians and Jugo¬ 
slavs are locked in international hos¬ 
tilities. 

“Albania: 50,000 Italian invaders 
are meeting armed resista ce from 
Albanian citizens army. 

“Poland: 300,000 Poles aic at detth 
grips with 600,000 Russian Bolshevik 
troops in a war which may involve 
he whole of Europe.
